T-Oloths.—After what we have said 
in w previous part of this Retrospect 
in reference to this textile, there is no 
need for us to do more now than to 
invite attention to the annexed table 
of prices, and to say that although 
these were below cost, that was 
the most unhealthy and unsatisfactory 
feature in the trade, during the first 
six months of the year. ‘The clearances 
were at no time equal to those of 1872, 
but during the months of July to 
December last, the position became 
worse and worse, until ab one time, to 
use an expression of our Market Report, 
T-Oloths were only conspicuous by their 
absence from among the week’s transac- 
tions in Piece Goods. i‘ 
Woottes. No particularly striking event 
has marked the woollen trade of 1873. 
The clearances, as compared with those . 
of 1872, have inereased, but (Long Ells 
excepted) the imports have more than 
kept pace with them ; and stocks were 
heavier at the close than they were at 
the beginning of the year, and, as with 
cotton manufactures, the results have 
been against the importers. At the 
opening, the prospects were promising 
rather than otherwise. The abundant 
harvests of 1872, and the prevalence 
of peace, had conduced to the prosperity 
of the people in the corisuming districts, 
and this, with the lightmess of stocks, 
led to the expectations of an increased 
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and more satisfactory business in wool- 
Ions during the past year. Yet, not- 
withstanding that the country—mean- 
ing thereby the Western Provinces, 
where the foreign woollen manufactures 
are chiefly used—has been blessed with 
a continuance of peaco and plenty, only

About the middle of the 
year, one or two speculators cleared 
the market of all good chops, and they 
pocketed whatever profit was going.

Stocks, however, 
are now exceedingly low, and it—before 
the regular Spring demand set in—they 
are not materially increased, the proba- 
bility is that holders will get well out 
of them,

fell from Tis. 15.85 in spring to Tis.

D. Spence, Esq., assistant in charge of the 
Shipping Department, who visited the 
ship under instructions from H, B, M.'s 
Consul, was that four men were found off 
duty and suffering from dropsy, the 
result of scorbutic taint and exposure 
tocold, and that from the same disease 
one man had died during the voyage from 
‘Freemantle, and another in harbour heres 
certificate as.to the latter case being nade 
by Dr. Burge. No fault was found with the 
vessel or stores, but it appeared that neglect 
occurred in serving out lime-juice to the 
crow, and that the sound and the sick were 
crowded into the same deck house. Captain 
Graham excused himself by saying that 
he was unaware of the existence of the, 
disease, and that it was difficult to induce’ 
the crew of Malays to take lime-juice, 
His Worship warned defendant, but in 
view of the favourable report sent in, did 
not inflict a penalty. 

Among cases disposed of at the Mixed 
Court this week was one in which a large 
number of gamblers received punishment 
for indulging that outlawed propensity. 
At this season of the year, gambling in a 
small way goes on almost universally among 
Chinese, but it is of an inter-social kind 
that as little calls for interference from 
the police as the five-cent loo or quiet rub- 
ber for quarter-dollar points which keeps 
foreigners from premature somnolence 
after dinner. Occasionally, however, the 
native seeks the excitement of organised 
gambling hells—as he probably does that 
of the opium den, for lack of excitement 
or amusement of a more wholesome des- 
cription ; and it is to the breaking-up of 
these places, whenover they can be di 
covered, that the energies of the Police are 
directed. On Sunday evening, a China- 
man meeting Superintendent Penfold in- 
formed him that a “hell” was in 
full though secret operation a short dis- 
tance off, in the same street, ‘Taking with 
him the sergeant on the beat, Mr. Penfold 
proceeded to the house indicated, where 
he found about forty gamblers, who, en- 
grossed in their game, had neglected the 
precaution of placing scouts on the lookout 
for such an interruption, The number of 
the party rendered it impossible to secure 
them all at once, and those in the rear, 
taking advantage of their position, broke 
through a thin wooden partition and 
escaped by jumping a 15-foot wall, About

Satisfied 
on this point, the officer quietly bethought 
him that no harm would be done, while a 
little amusement might be derived, from 
sanctioning the sham; and, rising, he 
sympathetically informed the disconsolate 
crowd that their relative and friend had 
breathed his ast, and that the body must at 
once be removed to the station. This was 
done, and the officer then applied a fow sim- 
ple but effective means of resuscitation with 
the result that the man returned to life with 
remarkable alacrity, and quite an earthly 
yell. Explanations followed, and Johnny 
said he put his strategy into prac- 
tice in order that his assailant might 
receive as severe a penalty as a charge 
of homicide could bring upon him.

Satisfied 
on this point, the officer quietly bethought 
him that no harm would be done, while a 
little amusement might be derived, from 
sanctioning the sham; and, rising, he 
sympathetically informed the disconsolate 
crowd that their relative and friend had 
breathed his ast, and that the body must at 
once be removed to the station. This was 
done, and the officer then applied a fow sim- 
ple but effective means of resuscitation with 
the result that the man returned to life with 
remarkable alacrity, and quite an earthly 
yell. Explanations followed, and Johnny 
said he put his strategy into prac- 
tice in order that his assailant might 
receive as severe a penalty as a charge 
of homicide could bring upon him. On 
the following day the latter,—who, 
finding that the police were in search of 
him had immediately given himself up,— 
was brought beforo the Chinese magistrate 
on a simple charge, to his astonishment, 
of assault, and fined $2! 

Wo observe that a number of Chinese 
houses near the Old Dock, Broadway, are 
being fitted up as bath-houses, to be 
carried on under foreign supervision. 

By the Manchu wo aro informed that 
the U. SS. Lackawanna may shortly be 
expected to return to Shanghai from 
Nagasaki, 

‘Three-fourths of the American scrow 
steamer Shaftesbury were sold on Tuesday at 
auction, by Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co., 
for Tis, 25,000. 

‘The steamer Tungting, which arriv 
from Hankow and ports on Tuesday even- 
ing, was noxt day handed over to her new 
owners, the China Merchants Steam Na- 
vigation Co. Wo underatand that after 
me necessary repairs have been executed, 
she willbe despatched to Tientsin with Rice, 
and will remain throughout the season on 
the Peiho, to act as a light-draught tender 
to the other vessels of the Company. We 
are informed that the Company shortly 
expect the arrival of.a new steamer, the 
Hai-Ching, from Foochow, where she was 
built. She is of 700 tons register, built 
entirely of teak, from plans designed by 
M. Giquel, late Superintendent of the 
Arsenal there. Her engines were con- 
structed by Chinese. The Hai-Ching is 
intended to ply between this and the Coast 
Ports, and will be commanded by Captain 
Skoy. 

‘The American str. Ping-on, which has 

been so long in Messrs. Boyd’s Dock at 
Pootung, came out on the 5th, and was 
towed to Hunt's Wharf—to receive her 
masts and boilers. 
We have to acknowledge copies of a 
mphilet in English and Chinese, describ- 
ing a suitable lifeboat for service on the 
Chinese coast, and the probable cost of 
its construction and maintenance. ‘The 
original cost of boat, boat-house and sta- 
tion is estimated at Tis. 2,500, and the 
yearly wages of the crew and other ex- 
penses at Ts.

We oxtract from the Friend of India 
particulars regarding the Bengal famine, 
which show that the Government of India 
is making every effort to meet tho calamity.

The Daily Press gives some rather more 
definite information than has yot beon 
made public in Shanghai, regarding the 
late rumour of uneasiness at Trpvrsiy, It 
hears that a telegran has been received to 
the effect that the Chineso officials at 
Peking gave Mr. Wade to understand that 
they could not guaranteo the safety of 
foreigners, should they continue at Tien- 
tsin, and that, at that place, inflammatory 
placards have beon posted, aud the fans 
made after the Tientsin massacre, bearing 
a picture of the affray, distributed. Under 
these circumstances, it is stated that the 
‘Minister has intimated to the Naval Autho- 
ritios that it would be advisable to despatch 
as many war-vessels as can be spared to 
protect the ports, and especially ‘Tientsin, 
and that this request,.will be complied with. 
It is also stated that ono of the sof 
the factious party, who took a prominent 
part in the Tientsin Massacre, has appeared 
at Peking and is found to be in favour at 
headquarters, in placo of having been 
banished, as was stated to be the case,

RELICS OF BUDDHA. 


‘Tae researches of modern scholars have 
done very much to clear up the mist 
that hung around the name, and veiled 
the achievements of the founder of Bud- 
dbism. Professor Max Muller recalls 
the time when Buddha, Christ, and Mani 
were declared to be one and the same 
person, and reminds us that even in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries ela- 
borate books were written to prove that 
Buddha had been in reality the Thoth 
of the Egyptians, that he was Mercury, 
or Wodan, or Zoroaster, or Pythagoras, 
We have emerged from this dreary mud- 
die, and are now able to discern in all 
the comeliness of its virtue the august 
life of the prince of Kapilavastu. This 
may be studied with advantage by every 
one, but in fixing our attention upon 
the admirable lessons of the Tesche, 
we must not forget the less pleasant 
part of the subject, viz., the superstitious 
observances which disfigure his religion, 

Mr. Wylie's lecture at the Temperance 
Hall on Saturday last called attention 
to several interesting points and sugges- 
ted various singular reflections. There 
are scattered over the East divers relics 
of the great Sakyamoni, which are 
regarded with the utmost reverence by 
the votaries of his religion. Of course, 
as may be expected, they are sufficiently 
fantastic and monstrous ; the footprint 
in Ceylon and the teeth in the monas 
tery near Ningpo prove that the saint 
must have been a veritable child of Anak, 
It is very easy to extract a laugh from 
an audience by dwelling on these ab- 
ities ; but as Mr. Wylie hinted, the 
history of relics and relic worship is 
bound up with the history of Chris. 
tianity as well as with that of Buddbism. 
It seems pretty plain that the origin of 
relic-worship is Pagan, at least this is the 
opinion of Cyril of Alexandria, but the 
Church very soon borrowed from tho 
older faith this unhappy and superstitious 
practice. ‘Theodoret, who lived in the 
fourth century, writes thus on the subject: 
“Some hang up artificial eyes, others 
“feet, and others hands of gold and sil- 
“ver, These monuments publish the 
“virtue of those who are buried in these 
“tombs, as their influence publishes that 
“the God for whom they suffered is the 
“true God.” The origin of all the abuses 
that grew up in this connection is cer- 
tainly one of the most laudable and 
natural feelings of the human heart, We 
are all more or less attached to the relics 
of dear friends who are dead, and we 
have most of us an interest in the 
various remains of illustrious personages, 
Dishonest and designing men will al- 
ways be-found ready to trade on the 
emotions of simpler people, and hence the 
production of spurious relics which dis- 
graced the seventh century above all 
others, and continued even in our own 
country to the time of the Reformation, 
No religious, or rather perhaps intelleo- 
tual, rebellion similar to that which 
marked the 16th century in Europe, hag 
yet taken place in the lands where Budd- 
hism holds sway. The chances are that 
no violent and clamorous revolution will 
disturb its empire. It is more likely to 
crumble gradually to pieces. ‘That 
which it has of truth will last, and the 
accretions that. have grown up will one 

















by one disappear. Amongst these follies 
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will probably be the worship of Buddha's 
relics. But whether or no the genera- 
tion that has seen the pilgrimage to 
Paray-le-monial ought to be very indi 
nant with the adorers of the Teeth and 
the Footprint, is a question we are not 
inclined to push too violently. 

The mere mention of the word pil 
grimage reéalls one to the most interest~ 
ing portion of Mr. Wylie’s lecture, and 
toa contrast between the Christian pil- 
grims of the present day, who go in ex- 
cursion trains fitted with every comfort 
and luxury, and the ascetic Buddhist 
yotary who travelled over India in search 
of credible relics. ‘This devoted man 
supplies a wonderful illustration of the 
power of enthusiasm, and takes us into 
the very centre of “that fairy land 
of legend and miracle” which is the 
native couutry of Faith. We almost 
wish that Mr. Wylie’s Lecture had been 
delivered to the Asiatic Society, as then 
it would have been printed and preserved; 
delivered before the Temperance Society 
it will be a “fugitive piece,” and the 
many curious scraps of knowledge it 
contained will be lost. 











MUNICIPAL. 

‘Tho Municipal Council minutes which 
we print elsewhere are for two months— 
January and February ; the December re- 
ports having been tho last published. Tt 
js satisfactory to seo that the Wharfage 
Dues show a slight increase on the 
corresponding period of Inst year, and to 
Jearn that thero was a cash balance on the 
28th February, though a small one.—The 
Council have exempted from taxation the 
Inna occupied by the Union Chapel and 
the Chineso Hospital in Shantung Rond. 
‘Tho question of transferring to the 
latter the Tis, 2,000 voted to it condition- 
ally at the last Ratepayers’ meeting, is in 
It seems to us, however, that 
is settled by lapso of time. 
Hospital was to have tho 
money if it was not used for the Lock 
Hospital, and it bas not been so used. 
Tho Watch Committee’s report contains 
the plans for improving the Chinese 
quarters of tho Settlement, which every 
ono has been discussing for the last month, 
in ignorance of their exact purport. No 
doubt thero are, as the Committeo say, 
some very dirty spots, undrained. or with 
only choked native drains, which it is very 
desirable to cleans and improve. ‘The 
suggestion that no Chinese houses shall be 
built without the engineer approving the 
level of the site, is agood one. We doubt 
whether the plan of limiting the number 
‘of occupants would be found practical. 
Chinese will crowd ; nothing but constant 
police incursions to count the inmates 
will check them; and that would tend 
to vex them altogether out of the 
Settlement—a result which, as Chinese 
house property is one of the few 
paying things at tho present day, 
the Couneil would we presume hardly 
desire.—We are glad to see the project of 
a Slaughter-house, which has been so often 
raised, is again before the Council. It is 
to be regretted that, if they have not sufi- 
cient power, measures should not have been 
‘taken eailier to obtain it ; because our ex: 







perience is that it needs two years to obtain 
asignature from Peking. We fancy how- 
ever that the private influence of the Police 
and the Mixed Court would prove nearly 
sufficient for the purpose. 

Without endorsing the opinion that 
“‘Hongkew has not had a fair share of 
public expenditure,” we quite agree with 
the request of the letter embodied in the 
report—that measures should be taken 
to extend the Seward road into the country 
beyond Hongkew. ‘The result, as wo ex- 
plained some time ago, would be to give a 
straight carriage drive from Kin-le-yuen 
along the English and French Bunds over 
the Soochow bridge and a new bridge over 
the Hongkew creek, into the open country ; 
and the cost, if the writers’ estimates can 
be relied on, would be comparatively 
small, We have had so much experience 
of the difficulty of extending and widening 
roads in the English Settlement where 
thoroughfares are needed, that we cannot 
understand the neglect to make cheaply, in 
Hongkew, a road which would already be 
useful, and which will, sooner or later, be 
badly wanted. Much the same may be 
said of the bridge over the Soochow Creek 
opposite the Honan Road, and an extension 
of that road into Hongkew. At present, 
this, one of the busiest and most populous 
streets in the English Settlement, and the 





chief northern outlet from the City, stops 
short at the Creek, and the Hongkew traf- 
fic in diverted to the Free Ferry bridge. 
Both these works are, at any rate, more im- 
portant than the bunding of the Hongkew 
Creek, which will, the next sentence of 
the Municipal Report tells us, be at once 
carried on. It will be well bye-and-bye 
that this should be done for the sake of con- 
tinuity, but the work is out of the way and 
certainly very little wanted at present. As 
ards the plea that Hongkew does not get 
its fair share of expenditure, we should like 
to soo a return of what it has pi 
and what has been spent upon it since the 
beginning of Municipal history. We have

PEKING. 


‘The Peking Gazette of Sth instant says 
the Emperor and tho Princes, Tun, Kung, 
Chun, and Fuh, will, on tho 6th instant, 
at certain temples mentioned, (all lying 
within the imperial park, and therefore not 
accessible to foreigners), burn incense and 
offer up prayers to Heaven for snow. This 
is the fifth time this winter that His Ma- 
jesty has publicly prayed for snow to fall. 

Sometime back there was an Edict in the 
Gazette about restoring the buildings of 
the Yuen-ming-yuen, #0 that the placo 
mighé be rendered habitable for the Em- 
presses-Dowager, in the summer. Since 
then the work has been commenced ; and 
1s the Chinese do not require long to ‘erect 
their one-storied buildings, it is probable 
that they will be in a habitable condition 
by the time the hot weather begins, and 
that their Majesties will reside in Yuen- 
ming-yuen this next summer ! 








A fortnight back, we saw ina Gazette 
that the Emperor, accompanied by the 





Empresses-Dowager, would visit the West- 
exn Imperial Tombs, to offer up prayers to 
Heaven for the manes of His Majesty’s 
Ancestors. I am now told that he will 
perform this duty on the 24th day of the 
second moon (our 10th April). It will be- 
come accordingly the duty of the Governor 
General of the province, to make tho 
necessary arrangements; and to be present 
also, as the highest provincial authority, 
to accompany His Majesty on the journey. 
It is therefore almost certain that Li wi 
not be in Tientsin before the end of April ; 
much later than he anticipated -on his 
departure from Tientsin last December. 
ine great desideratum at Peking, and I 
speak irom experience, is the complete 
absence of a generally known and re- 
cognized time. As an instance of tho 
present state of things, I may mention that 
2 few Sundays ago, I found in the after- 
noon that I had forgotten in the morning 
to wind up my watch, Next morning 
having an appointment, T asked one of my 
servants what o'clock he thought it was.

In the Gazette 
of the 10th instant, is an Edict appointing 
Chunglun, one of the members of the 
Tsungie Yamun, to affix certain papers of 
happy augury in the public buildings 
within the Imperial grounds. 

Another Edict announces that Le-hung- 
chang has delivered Tis. 2,000 of tho 
money required for the repairs of the road 
to the Western Tombs, and that the rest 
il be paid during first’ moon of the New 

ear. 

‘Another Edict says that Lew-yu-chaou, 
(a native of Heang-seang district in Hoo 
nan), the Governor-General of Yunnan, has 
had His Majesty’s permission to como, to 
the ‘metropolis to have audiences ; and 
that he will start from Yun-nan-foo, on 
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the 5th January, and- will reach Peking 
abont New-year's day. 
‘th February, 1874. 


‘To-day is the Chinese New Year's Day ; 
and all the world are going about dressed 
in their best winter’s apparel. The weather 
being very fine, without wind to raise any 
dust, they must be enjoying even such a 
change to their everyday life walking about 
the streets.

NAGASAKI. 


The political position here has not much 
changed since the New York took my last 
letter, A false alarm was at one time 
xaised of the rebels being within 12 miles 
of Nagasaki, but it has been rather 

ye from your paper that 
Telegrams advised their being actually 
nearer at hand. And with the exception 
of the Dutch Consulate, it had not trans- 
pired that other Consular archives or 
treasure had been sent afloat until the 
news was read in the Shanghai pap 
It is much to be hoped that such alarmist 
telegrams have not been sent further than 
China, or, if sent, that they have since 
then been contradicted, 

The insurrection in Hizen still continues, 
but this is tho only real fact—other state 
ments are mere rumour ; but it may be as 
well at once to say that, whether the now 
so-called rebels become masters of Naga- 
saki or not, we Foreigners. have probably 
as little to drend from them as we have 
from the Government of H, M. the 
Mikado, 

‘The movement so far has not apparently 
extended beyond Hizen, and the Govern- 
ment assert that their troops have been 
victorious during the late engagement 
Theso reports, however, aro not believed 
by the native merchants, and considering 
that as many reinforcements as possible 
are still, being sent to the front, it would 
be as safe for us to believe the one as the 
other. - 

‘The last report is that threo or five of the 
Jeaders in Saya have lately left in a steamer, 
‘The Government assert they have fled, and 
that the remaining rebels will now come to 
terms. Others assert they have gone to 
Satzuma, We have, however, good reason 
to beliove that Satzuma and Hizen aro in 
{communication with each other ; and time 
‘only will prove whether with the object of 
treating with the Government, or for tho 

urpose of joining each other against that 
fovernment, 

‘Any letters now can only contain a r 
sumé of rumours, which may be confirn 
or contradicted hereafter. For the present, 
therefore, it may be sufficient for your 
readers to know that Nagasaki is ‘atill 
intact, and the Foreign Settlement not 
yet a heap of smouldering ruins; also that, 
in the event of any danger threatening us, 
we have more than sufficient naval power 
fin the harbour to hold the town—native 
and foreign—against all eomers.

Tho telegram I sent you on Srd inst, 
will have given you the latest news regard- 
ing the Hizon ‘insurrection : namely the 
official announcement of its suppression. 

‘This news has since been conérmed by 
the return to Nagasaki of all the troop: 
previously sent from here, aud by the 

ablishment of telegraphic communica 
tion as far as Saga. A small steamer 
(formerly built in Osaka, and known there I 
believe as the Berlin) has disappeared with 
several of the ringleaders of the insur- 
rection, and the Government are perplexed 
to find ont where'she has gone to. China 
they seem to think has been her destination, 
and to China they are now sending some 
high officials, there to negociate for the ex- 
tradition of these rebels. From my know- 
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ledge of the steamer supposed to have car- 
ried off the insurgent leaders, I should say 
the chances are much against her ever 
reaching China, or if not actually lost at 
sea, the sufferings of the crew will have 
been sufficient punishment to prevent their 
ever caring to rebel ayain. 

So far tho Imperial forces have eortainly 
gained the day, and thisill-judged rebellion 
in Hizen has been promptly suppressed. 
But it must not be assumed that the last 
has been heard of risings in Japan against 
the Government ; too many causes exist 
for a continuance of the grievances of a 
largo portion of its inhabitants, and until 
these have been removed, a constant danger 
prevails of more formidable emeutes than 
even the late ones in Hizen.

We take from the Ezpress afew further 
details regarding the state of matters at 
Nagasaki. That paper reports, on 2ist Feb. 
numerous rumours of arrests and collisions 
between’ the officials an disaffected 
natives. On the 21st, 43 individuals were 
arrested by the police, and in the house 
in which they were assembled arms, ammu- 
nition, &e., were found. Engagements 
wore reported as having taken place, on the 
2lst, between Saga and Chikuzen, in which 
the rebels were defeated. The rebels had 
been expected the previous night at Naga- 
saki, and sailors from the Bogatyr were 
placed ou guard at the Russian Consulate 
in Desima —immediately adjoining the 
City, whenee also valuables were said to 
have been sent on board the Argus and 
other vessels, On the 21st also te Consular 
Representatives met and arranged signals 
upon which assistance would be given from 
the men-of-war. The residents to the 
number of seventy then met the Consular 
Body, and a Volunteer Corps was formed 
in three divisions, under the captaincy of 
Messrs. H. Gribble, F. Dittmer and C. L. 
Fisher, for service at Oura, Desima and 
Sagaramatz, and for patrol duty between 
9 p.m. and 6 a.m.—which, however, it 
was deemed unnecessary to continue after 
the 24th. About thirty of the Chinese 
residents also kept watch. The P. M.S 
Agency was appointed as rendezvous for 
the Indies and children, should they be 
denly called on to embark. In addition 
to the 700 men brought by the ew 
York, 500 appear to have heen brought 
by native transports or overland, 300 
of whom were armed with breech-loaders. 
On 2ist Feb., H. M. 8. Ringdove arrived ; 
on 22nd the Japanesoironclad Azuma-Kan 
(Inte Stonewall); on the 24th A. M.S. 
Dwarf, and on’ the 26th the U. 8. §. 
Lackawanna and Japauese gunboat Un 
yo-kan. A. notice was circu :d that the 
Ringdove would receive specie, jewels, or 
other treasure. On the 2ist a body of 
Russian sailors was Ianded, and had a 
long march; and on the 28th some of the 
Lackawanna men were also landed for 
rill. Some encounters, none of them of 
any importanes, however, are noted as 
having occurred between suspicious char- 
acters and the police.—Rice had advanced 
20 to 30 per cent, since the troubles com- 
menced.—The premises of Messrs, W. L. 
Malcolmson & Co., at Sagaramatz, were 
robbed on the morning of the 26th by a 
boatman Iately in their employ, who was 
captured after an exciting chase.—On the 
evening of the 27th another Japanese 
entered the house of Mr. C. J. Fereira, 
with it is believed felonious purpose, but 
being interrupted made his escape.

‘The Express says—On the 22nd ultimo 
aman lately in the employment the Go- 
vernor of Nagasaki, was discovered in the 
act of making an attempt to set fire to the 
Government Office. ‘The delinquent and 
his brother, the Governor's servant, were 
both arrested, and the result of enquiries 
made has been to implicate both indivi- 
duals as being connected with the plot to 
set fire to all the Government buildings. 
The two brothers have been lodged in 
jail, together with the forty-three conspi- 
Tators previously announced as having 
been apprehended ; and_the whole of the 
prisoners are to be sent to Yedo, to be there 
dealt with for high treason by the higher 
Government authorities.—The remainder 
of the materials saved from the wreck of 
the steamer Relief and brought to Nagasaki 
realized $2,400.—We hear that the high 
prices which were ruling for rice in Naga- 
saki during the last week in February, 
have been the means of inducing free ar- 
rivals from the neighbouring districts to 
this port, One of the places from whence

There has been some excitement at 
Osaka, in consequence of the news from 
the South, and the native soldiers were 
told off to patrol the city. No trouble is 
anticipated, however. Kobe seems to have 
remained perfectly undisturbed, A family 
of four Japanese were brutally murdered 
by housebreakers on the 23rd ult. The 
Osaka correspondent of the News say 
The items of the week embrace two serious 
fires, a suicide, and the discovery of a 
series of murders more wholesale even than 
the chamber of horrors which so startled 
your readers on Monday last. ‘The police 
aro reported to have arrested a woman, the 
wife of one of the river boatmen, who is 
accused of having decoyed. away, and 
murdered for the sake of their clothes, a 
large number of children. Three or four 
years ago, cases of kidnapping were quite 
Frequent here, but this, if not exaggerated, 
transcends in horror the baby farm of 
Mary Aun Waters, heartily hope, indeed, 
that it may prove to be greatly exaggerated ; 
if not, I hope this devil in woman's guise 
may be made to run the gauntlet of all the 
women of Osaka, each well provided with 
a scourge, before the “finisher of th 
law ” performs his duty, if indeed any thin 
has been left forhim to'do. It is reported 
that upwards of forty young children are 
missing, and that of these eighteen are the 
victims of this wretch. 





























HONGKONG. 


The inquiry into the Manloong catas- 
trophe, begun on the 14th ult. and re- 
newed at intervals, was brought to a con- 
clusion on the 28th, ‘The Coroner’s Jury, 
after about an hour's deliberation, brought 
ina verdict of manslaughter against the 
captain, J. P Heriot, as the party xespon- 
sible for the disaster. Captain Heriot was 
admitted to bail in €5,000.—At the meet- 
ing of the Hongkong & Whampoa Dock 
Company, the report was passed, the 
balance of $30,000 being applied to the 
reduction of the Company's liabilities ; 
‘Mr. Melver was elected to a vacancy at 
the Board of Directors and Mr. Robinson 
to the auditorship.—A cricket match, 12 
from the Coast Ports v. 12 of the H. K. 
Club—intended as a return for the recent 
contest at Amoy—was played on the 23rd 
and 24th ult. Hongkong made 159 and 
211, against for the Coast Ports 86 and 28 
runs, thus winning by 256.—A bowling 
match also resulted in favour of Hongkong. 
—A petition has been got up in favour of 















the continuance of the issue of one-dollar 
notes.—H. M.S. Ourlew left the Kowloon 
Dock’ on the 27th, and was to start for 
the North on the evening of the 28th,— 
A Chinaman had his spine broken ‘by 
jumping from the window of a gambling 
house on the appearanee of the Police,— 
The Daily Press states that Mr, Hazlett, of 
the Police Force, Inspector of Nuisances, 
has been discharged for supplying the 
public press with information. The ‘Mait, 
however, understands that Mr. Hazlett was 
not dismissed, but was only called on to 
resign after the expiration of his term of 
service, and that he is going to leave with

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 


Feb, 8th and 9th.—(1) Liu K‘uen-i, Gov. 
of Kiangsoo, having in obedience to Edict 
(1) of 11th Dec. replied to the charges of 
Hu Chia-yu the Censor, His Majesty finds 
that it is true that Hu Chia-yn and his 
nephews have not paid their taxes for a 
number of years; that they are not en- 
titled to exemption ; and that the corres- 
pondence regarding the new taxation Rules 
was commenced by the Censor himself, all 
of which is wrong. As he has already ben 
degraded and removed from office (on ac- 
count of his conduct as examiner at the 
last Chu-jen examinations (see Gazette of 
31st Jan.), it is ordered that he be handed 
the proper Board, for a disciplinary

reprimand. 

(2) Upon a memorial from Tso Tsung- 
tang, a number of rewards and promotions 
are given to Civil Officers serving in the 
Kansuh Army. A higher degree of the 
rar: of Tu-wei is conferred on the des- 
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cendantsof one Liu Sung-san, who was 
killed while serving in the same province. 

(3) The department of the Board of War 
for the supply of horses having lent money 
to cultivators in Chihli, interest on which is 
now in arrear to the amount of Tls.

At 
the inquest Fu Kwei-tze’s father had by 
bribery. been’able to trump up a story that 
appellant’s brother's wife, having been guilty 
of adultery with one Tsiang and others, 
had been discovered by the deceased, and 
so suggested that they were the guilty 

arties. His brother's wife and the others 

ave been imprisoned, but the real mur- 
derer had not yet been arrested. He has 
also been informed by letter that his mi 
ther had sinco been arrested, and died in 
prison and from the greenish appenranco of 
the body there was no doubt that she had 
been poisoned.—Rescript has already ap- 
peared.

Seu being in league with the 
other authorities, no redress could be goi, 
and so he had brought his plaint to Peking. 
—Rescript has already appeared.

CHINA BANK ORDERS. 


The Native Bankers have issued the 
following notice, terminating the difficulty 
in regard to Bank Orders, 

“ Whereas it is of paramount import- 
ance to the trade of Shanghai that the 
law heretofore existing in respect to 
Bank Orders should remain unaltered ; 
the Native Merchants cf the North and 
South divisions of Shanghai did collectively 
by written statement request Foreign 
Merchants to join with them in agreeing 
that no change should be introduced, In 
reply, a communication has been received 
from the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
embodying the following remark 

By enquiry, the Chaniber finds that 
Messrs. Overbeck & Co.’s caso was settled 
by privato agreement amongst. the parties 
concerned, and that the arrangement can 
in no way tend tochange therules hitherto 
established in regard to Bank Orders. The 
laws, therefore, which have existed to the 
present time should continue unimpaired. 
‘The Chamber trusts that this explana- 
“tion will prove sufficient to dispel the 
“nisunderstanding _ previously existing 
“amongst Native Merchants, and hopes 
“that the commerce of Shanghai will be 
“allowed to pursue its course without 
“further impediment.” 

Having received this communication 
from the Foreign Chamber of Commerce, 
whereby itagrees that the established laws 
in regard to Bank Orders shall remain in 
force, we, therefore, forthwith desire all 
Bankers to recommence the issue of orders 
as heretofore.”

CHURCH OF OUR SAVIOUR—HONGKEW. 


A meeting of the subscribers to the 
Church of Our Saviour, Hongkew, was 
held on Tuesday afternoon, the Rev, -R, 
Nelson presiding. 

Mr. Porpoy explained the arrangements 
under which the Home Mission allowed 
the use of the Church for the English ser- 
vice. It appeared from the statement of 
accounts that the expenses for the year 
1871, were ‘Tis. 1,000, which included the 
salary of the clergyman, ‘Tis. 600, In 
tho two following years, 1872 and 1873, 

Church had incurred a debt, and 
to continue the services of the present 
year at least Tis. 1,200 must be sub- 
scribed. ‘The debt ‘on the 18th Jan. 
of the present year was'T's, 1,353, but since 
then subscription lists had been sent round 
which were responded to to the amount 
of Ts. 1,100, of which Tis. 700 had already 
been collected. ‘The present meeting was 
to determine what steps should be taken 
to carry on the services for tho year, Ho 
would “suggest that circulars should be ad- 
dressed to all those who attended and took 
an interest in the cl-urch, 

The Cuarnwan said he had received a 
telegram from the Bishop, which he would 
read, It wasasfollows :—‘ Make arrange- 
ments for the Rev, Mr. Miller to’ take 
charge of your English services.—Bishop 
Williams.” It therefore appeared to him 
that the services were to be continued ex- 
pressly. on their former footing. 

Mr. Purpox’s proposition was then put 
to the meeting and carried. 

‘The Cuarnaan, referring to the resigna- 
ion of Mr, Hayes, the treasurer, passed 
n encomium upon the energetic’ manner 
in which he had, for seven years, fulfilled 
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the duties of that position. 
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Mr. Punpow testified to the ability of 
‘Mr. Hayes, and it was resolved to forward 
a written expression of thanks to him on 
behalf of the congregation. 

‘Mr. Porpoy alluded to the early depar- 
ture of Mr. Nelson, and on behalf of the 
meeting wished him health and happiness.

Report by the Watch. Committee. 
Sanitary condition of the Settlement.—In 
January the Committee submitted the fol- 
lowing Report upon the Sanitary condition 
“of the Settlement, and the steps they 
would recommend to be taken for improv- 


ing it— 
Shanghai, 26th Jan., 1874. 

The attention of the Watch Committee was 
particularly directed, last summer, in conse- 

uence of an apprehended visitation of the 
Gelora, to the sanitary condition of the place, 
and especially those portions of the Settle- 
ments north of the Yang-king-pang occupied 
by Chinese. 





Since then the Works and Watch Com- 
mittees, accompanied by the Health Officer, 
(Dr. Henderson), the Engineer, and others of 
the Municipal Staff, have made a tour of 
inspection of the district lying north of the 
Maloo, as fairly representing the existing state 
of matters in the Chinese quarters of the 
Settlement generally. 

‘This inspection has confirmed the reports 
made from time to time by the Health Officer 
of great overcrowding among the native po- 
pulation, deficient and imperfect drainage, the 
existence of pools of stagnant water, and ac- 
camulations of filth on the premises ‘occupied 
by Chinese in such quantities as seriously 
to threaten the health of the community even 
in the best of seasons. 

In the opinion of the Watch Committee, 
the existence of conditions so unfavourable 
from a sanitary point of view, is attributable 
in a great measure to want of a proper _super- 
vision on the. part of the Municipality over 
the erection of tenements for the occupation 
of the Chinese. 

Most of the owners of such premises are 
foreigners, and many of them non-resident 
here. A’ large portion of their tenements 
have been hastily erected, without regard even 
tothe safety of the structures themselves, 
with no attention to drainage, and with the 
evident desire to crowd at a minimum expense 
a many buildings as possible on a given apace. 
Lots bave been built upon which are below 
the level of the adjacent streets, and whole 
squares densely covered by houses, with no 
means of egress but narrow and in many 
cases unpaved Alleys, which serve as recep- 
tacles for all kinds of filth and garba 

Tt could not be expected that landlords so 
regardless of sanitary rules in the construction 
of their dwellings, would be particular in 
supervising their premises when occupied ; it 
is well known the Chinese tenants themselves 
will not lift a hand to remove the filth thes 
ereate, and the properties being private can 
not be dealt with by the employés of the 
Council save in exceptional cases. 

‘To remedy as far as possible this unsatis- 
factory condition of things, the Watch Com- 
mittee would recommend : 

Jat.—That the main drains be pushed as 
rapidly as possible through the principal streets 
traversiog the Chinese quarters. 

ud. That the owners of property occupied 
by native tenements be called upon to fill up 
their land, if necessary, so as to raise the level 
above that of the roails, thus ensuring a pro- 
per flow of surface drainage to the main sewers; 
and to take such other steps as in the opinion 
of the Council may be necessary to maintain 
their premises in a condition not projudicial 
to the general health. 

And to prevent, as far as possible, a contin. 
uance of the present unsystematic method of 
erecting native houses, the Committee would 
further recommend :— 

3rd.—That no tenements for Chinese occu- 
tion be allowed to be put up within the 









































Settlement until the Engineer shall have 
amined the proposed site, and approved of it as 
sufficiently elevated, and in other respects 
properly arranged for the purpose ; and fur- 
‘ther that regulations as to the construction 
of houses for the occupation of Chinese in 
the Foreign Settlement—the width, grading 
and paving of lanes and alleys leading to the 
interior portions of premises occupied by 
them, and the ratio of population to the 
space so occupied—be drawn up by the En- 

ineer and Health Officer and, after approval 
fy the Counell be strictly enforeed, 

‘The Committee are aware that the cost of 
constructing the requisite main drains will be 
heavy, aud such as the present state of the 
Municipal finances will not warrant, but, so 
impressed are they with the necessity of im- 
mediate steps being taken in the matter, that 
they would request the Finance Com 
see if means cannot be devised for raising the 
extra funds required. 

"Phe Watch Committee, in this connexion, 
would express the opinion that the expenditure 
necessitated by the presence of so large a na- 
tive population is vastly out of proportion to 
the income derived from this source, either 
directly or indirectly ; and as the chief if 
not the only benefit derived from the ex- 
istence of this population in our midst, 
acerues to the owners of the tenements occu 
pied by them, who form but a small por- 
tion of the resident community, Your Com- 
nitico would muggest that the rexwisite steps 
‘be taken to ensure an increase of the tax on 

















native rentals as, in their opinion, the only 
measure which will be just to the majority of 
ratepayers, and will secure the necessary 
means for meeting the increasing expenditure 
called for by the rapid of the native 

ulation in the Scttlements under the con- 
Ero of this Municipality. 

In connexion with the Report, it was 
resolved — 

“That with reference to the imperfect 
means of drainage now existing in some 
parts of the Settlement, the Watch Com- 
mittee’s attention be directed to the ne- 
cessity of taking measures under the 
powers conferred upon the Council by 
Bye-law VIII of the Land Regulations, to 
remedy the defects so far as possible before 
the termination of the cold season.” 

Since then, the Committee have decided 
to flush one of the drains in order to ascer- 
tain the nature of deposit (if any) in them, 
It is proposed to flush the sewer in the 
Honan Road, between the Kiukiang and 
Tientsin Roads, that being reported as one 
in a bad condition. 

A Circular letter in the sense under- 
noted has been addressed to all owners of 
native house property. 

Sim,—A careful examination of the Native 
quarters of the Settlement North of the Yang- 
king-pang, having been made by the Watel 
Committee, in conjunction with the Health 
Officer, for the purpose of ascertaining their 





sanitary condition, it bas been found that 
they are as a rlo’ ever cowded, impertectly 
drained, and in a state so exceedingly filthy 





as to call for immediate action before the 
approach of the hot weather, 

It is the opinion of the Council, based upon 
the information laid before them, that if such 
action is not taken the health of the Sottle- 
ment cannot fail to be materially affeoted ; 
and should an epidemic, such as cholera, 
unfortunately make its appearance, its ravages 
would undoubtedly bo fearfully increased by 
the existing state of matters, 

‘There can be no doubt but that a largo 
prceection: of the owners of Native tenement 

ave failed to comply with the terms of Bye- 
Law VIII of the Land Regulations, and that 
the Council would be fully justified in rosort- 
ing to such coercive measures as they are 
therein empowered to. take, 

‘The Council are satisfied, however, that the 
majority of such owners are disposed to give 
their hearty co-operation in ensuring proper 
sanitary conditions for the Settlement, aud 
prefer to appeal to them to take such remedial 
Stops as may appear necessary, 

‘he Council, therefore, would recommend :— 

I.—That all premises below the level of the 
adjacent. strects should be raised, so as to 
cause a flow of surface drainage to the public 


























IL.—That private courts and alleys should 
be paved, and furnished with side-chaunels, 
for the same purpose. 

‘all pools of stagnant water, and 
surface drains with no outlet, should be filled 
in; and all drains communicating with the 
public sewers should be examined, and cleared 
of accumulations. 

TV.—That some effective measures should 
be adopted for having all Sith and. gar 
removed, and passed within easy reach of the 
Contractor whoso duty it is to dispose of 
such. 

‘V.—That over-crowding should beprevented 
as fat as possible, 








Assistant Secretary, 

It expresses in general terms exactly 
what the Committee want done, and they 
every hope that owners of property 
will co-operate to ensure a proper sanitary 
condition of the Settlement. 

If the suggestions, however, therein 
contained are not acted upon, it will be 
incumbent on the Council to’ define the 
requirements in each individual case, and 
take rigorous measures to have the work 
completed before May or June. ' 

‘Slaughter House.—The Committee having 
had occasion to consider a proposal made 
to them to construct a Slaughter-house with 
in Municipal limits, on plans to be furnished 
or approved of by ‘the Council, they have 
been advised by tho Council’s Legal 
Adviser that the Land Regulations and 
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Bye-Laws in force do not give the Muni 
pality power to establish a Slaughter-hou 
on a basis to be of any beneficial result. 

‘The community require that all animals 
intended for foreign consumption in Shang- 
hai be killed and dressed at a Slaughter- 
house under Municipal control. 

This power, they are advised, cannot be 
obtained without a special Bye-Law, passed 
by the Ratepayers and confirmed, by the 
Minister at Peking. In face of this the 
Committee replied to Mr, Russell's pro- 
posal as unde 

Str,—The Council have had under their 
consideration the proposal contained in 

our letter of 3rd inst., to erect a Slaughter- 
ouse within the limits of the Settlement. 

Whilst admitting the necessity that exists 
for a Slaughter-house, it is doubtful whe- 
ther the Council are fortified with the 
requisite authority to compel butchers to 
have their animals slaughtered at any one 
particular place, or to prohibit met being 
sold within Municipal limits when the 
carcase has not been killed at a Slaughter- 
house under Municipal control ; it is for 
this reason that the undertaking you sug- 
gest must be regarded as a purely private 
venture. It is possible, however, that the 
better class of butchers would make use of 
a Slaughter-house, if the charges imposed 
were not too high. 

‘The Board will, therefore, be happy to 
afford you every reasonable assistance in 
their power towards the undertaking, and 
would in this connexion point out to you, 
that the site you name—Probst’s Garden— 
would be objectionable, situated so near to 
public thoroughfares ; they would suggest 
the neighbourhood of the Soochow Or 
say between H, B. M. Gaol and Defence 
Creek, as asite more suitable in every way 

‘The erection of a Slaughter-house at thi 

-point would be less likely to prove a nui 
ance, and you would be afforded better 
means for thorough drainage and clesning, 
#0 essontiat in a building of the ki 

Should you decide with these facts 
before you to make the experiment, the 
Goaneil will be glad to furniah you with 
the plans on which they would advise the 
Slaughter-house to be built.

REPORT OF PUBLIC WORKS COMMITTEE. 


Bneroachments.—Yuenfongand Keecheong 
Roads, Hongkew, — Your Committee have 
every reason to believe that an amicable 
understanding will be arrived at with 
Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co. 

Extension Seward Road, and— 

Bunding North Side of Soochow Creek. — 
‘The following letter has been received and 
is ocoupying the Committee's attention, 

Shanghai, 22nd December, 1873. 

R, 1, Feanox, Ese., 

Chairman of the Municipal Council. 

Dian Sin,—The undersigned desire to call 
the attention of the Council to the need of 
carrying ont certain public works which have 
received the sanction of the Land-renters. 
‘They refer to the Seward Road and the Bund- 
ing of the Soochow Creek from the Wills’ 
Bridge to Honan Road ou the northern bank. 

‘The extension of the Seward Road north- 
wards requires first, the construction of a 
bridge over the Hongkew Creck, and secondly, 
the purchase of a strip of land between the 
Creek and that part of the Road at the rear of 
the New Dock which has already been com- 
pleted. 

Tt is not necessary to make an argument to 
demonstrate the importance of securing now 
this fine thoroughfare. ‘The Land-renters at 
their meeting of 1872, actually appropriated 
the money to build the bridge, and while an 
appropriation was not specifically made for 











the extension of the road itself, the cost of 
such extension might reasonably be supposed 
to be included, in whole or in part, in the 
large sum of Taels 7,500, then appropriated 
for the “Compensation, purchase and forming 
sem lines of road :” aud at their meeting of 
this year they appropriated Tacls 750 for the 
construction of a bridge and Tacls 3,000 for 
new roads, of which the Seward road was 
named as one. The undersigned are not aware 
how much-of the Taels 3,000 has been ex- 

ied, nor can they say what disposition the 

‘ouneil might be inclined to make of any un- 
expended balance; but believing that—whether 
regard be had to the need of a broad avenue 
to the country almost clear of Chinese houses, 
or of relief to Broadway, a street which is 
often overcrowded, or to the desire of many 
individuals to improve property owned by 
them in that direction—the work is one of great 
interest, they respectfully ask the Council to 
decide whether some step cannot be taken in 
the matter. For the information of the Council, 
the undersigned desire to state that ‘Tacls 
2,000 would cover the cost of purch: the 
land, and houses thereupon, for a 50-feet road 
from the Creek to the point where it bas 
already been laid out and given over to the 
Council. The land to be bought would amount 
to about Taels 1,400, and the buildings to be 
removed could be settled for about Tis. 600. 

‘The Couneil, in the opinion of the under- 
signed, ought not to wait too long in this 
inatter, dust now the Authorities are. well- 
disposed, and will, it is believed, give ready 
assistance in settling for the necessary proper- 
ties through which the road must cut. If we 
delay, we cannot be sure that they will not 
actively hinder the work ; and, again, houses 
may be put up along the line, as for instance 
on either bank of the Creek. 

‘The second work—the bunding of the Soo- 
chow Creek from the Wills’ Bridge west to 
the Honan Road—the Couneil are actually 
and specifically empowered to carry out by 
the terms of Resolution XX of the last Land- 
meeting. ‘There is no need for the 
Council to raise any question about this. ‘Th 
Land-renters fully discussed the subject, anc 
arrived at their conclusion in the 
lively opposition. ‘The undersigned hope, 
therefore, that the Council will have no hesi- 
tion in taking steps at once to set this much 
needed work on foot. Up to this moment the 
Council have not even had the line of bund 
surveyed and stones put down, nor have they 
taken, so far as the undersigned are awaro, 
any action calculated to determine the cost 
of the work. There is, in fact, no district 
of the Settlements to the improvement of which 
Chinese are looking with so great interest. 
Near the Upper bridge and even out so far 
as the stone bridge considerable towns have 
grown up, while nearer the river, and between 
these villages and it, isa most desirable streteh 
of territory completely neglected. 

‘The undersigned, in making these state- 
ments, do not speak’ simply as representatives 
of Hongkew. ‘They have interest in the 
Settlements at large, and they deprecate the 
spirit often shown toshirk Hongkew improve- 
ments. They believe that Hongkew has not 
had a fair share of the public expenditure and 
that a statement of accounts would show this. 
At any rate, Hougkew is apart ofthe general 
Settlement, and the part which is most tending 
to growth, which can and ought to relieve the 
central district of the danger of over popula. 
tion. ‘The safety, health, convenience and 
proper expansion of the whole district then 

lemands these improvements. ‘The remark 
already made, in regard to the wisdom of taking 
the construction of Seward Road in hand at 
an early moment, applies with even greater 
force to the Soochow creek bunding. It can- 
not be foreseen when some structure or struc- 
tures may be put upon the bank of thestream, 
in such manner that it will be difficult to 
secure a thoroughfare along the water, and a 
similar condition result to that along the 
lower Hongkew river frontage and the upper 
Sooshow ereek frontage on the southern sie.

of the native part of the Settlement. ‘they 
are of opinion that, where practicable, pro- 

ties below the level of the streets should 

e xaised to such level, and the course to 
be pursued for this end will be found in 
the report of the Watch Committee, In 
regard to the drainage in the parts of tho 
Settlement referred to, there is no doubt a 
great deal has yet to be done. 

pointed out in a Report on the 
Drainage of the Settlement, issued Sept. 
1870, the carrying out of’ Mr. Clark’s 
scheme of drainage involved too’ great an 
expenditure of money, and it was deter 
mined to utilize the main drains already 
laid, running north and south, improving 
the gradients where necessary. This hus 
all been done, with the exception of a 
small portion of the Honan Road, for 
which tenders have been received, and the 
work will be gone on with at once, Your 
Committee consider that these large 
sewers, with tho subsidiary drains and 
ipes already Inid in the principal streets, 
meet the present requirements ; and what 
is now necessary for the better draining 
of the native quarters is, that all ‘the 
public thoroughfares in ‘those quarters 
should be provided with curb and side- 
chamnels which, by being connected by 
sinks and drain pipes with the large sewers, 
would carry off all the drainage from the 
Chinese houses. ‘This could be done at an 
estimated cost of Tis. 10,000 « ‘Tis, 12,000, 
and has the great advantage that it can be 
carried out expeditiously. 

The plan of connecting each Uhineso 
house already built with the public drains, 
hhas been discussed by your Committee, but 
considered objectionable in many respects ; 
and would involve a very much heavier out- 
lay, both on the part of the Municipality 
and the property owners; and even if the 
latter could be induced to make such con- 
nection, experience shows that in a very 
short time it would be worse than useless, 
from want of proper care. 

‘This plan of drain pipes, curb and side- 
channels has already been applied to many 
of the back thoroughfares with success, 
and if further carried out as uow recom- 
mended, together with the enforcement of 
the measures recommended by the Watch 
Committes, and the appointment of a larger 
number of Nuisance Inspectors to prevent 
collections of garbage, dc.; and to compel the 
filling up of stagnant “pools on Chinese 
‘premises, your Committee believe tha’ 
the sanitary condition of the Settlement 
will be vastly improved,’ in fact will be 
nearly all that can be desired. * 

Permits for storing tuilding material,— 


































In future, when granting persons permission 
to make use of the footpath on the Bund 
for storing building material, 3 feet of the 
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footpath will be reserved for the public. 
In other thoroughfares the width reserved 
(if any) will be left to the discretion of the 
Municipal Engineer.

—Your Committee have taken advantage 
of an opportunity offering to widen this 
road. 

Jetty—Defence Oreek.—Permission has 
been granted to a Chinaman (Choong-woo-

Fire Alarm,—Permission has been givon 
to Messrs. Russell and Co., agents of the 
Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, to 
construct a Fire Alarm from Kin-lee-yuen 
to the King-wing-sing godowns (Nin, 
Steamers’ Wharf) in Hongkew, carrying the 
wires over the Council’s poles and cor 
necting the Alarm with the Central Police 
Station, In view of the increased facili- 
ties that will be thus afforded for receiving 
the alarm of a fire in somewhat remote 
parts of Shanghai, your Committee recom- 
mend that the ustial fee for the use of the 

+ poles be waived. 

Broadway.—The owners of the property 
on the north side of the road from Dent 
Road to Chaou. Foong Road, have under- 
taken to put down curb and’ side-chaunel 
in front, on the understanding that the 
Municipality recoup them the cost when 
curbs and side-channels are constructed on 
the remaining portion.

Report by the Council on General Matters, 

Slaughter-house.—'The views expressed 
by the Health Officer, Dr. Henderson, at 
& meeting of Council’ on 10th February 
ult., will be read with some interest, 

Dr, Henderson considered it necessary 
for the preservation of public health that 
a Slanghter-honse should be established 
under the control and direction of the 
Municipality. He said, that although it had 
not been positively proved that the con- 
sumption of diseased meat injured health, 
still there was a strong presumption that 
such was the case. In his report for the 
past Municipal year, he quoted the opinion 
of a distingui jieal authority in 
support of this position, and he argued 
that in th matters it was not wise to 
defer action until n reasonable presumption 
became an ascertained fact. 

Drainage of the Settlement, —In connexion 
with the very full report of the Watch 
Committee, the Health Officer also con- 
demned the present condition of the 
Chinese Quarters in strong aff 
ing that the dirt, overcrowding and. w 
of drainage in these localities could not 
fail to injure the public health and favor 
the spread of epidemic disease. He was 
opposed to underground drains in these 
situations, advocating surface drainage. 
Dr. Henderaon also referred to the Muni 
cipal Sewers, and pointed out the 
cessity of providing for the ventilation of 
‘'fyphoid fever had been unusually 
prevalent in Shanghai during the past year, 
and it was significant. that during the past 
year private drain had for the first time 
been largely connected with the mai 
sewers. He proposed that ventilators pro- 
vided with charcoal trays be opened on the 
streets at suitable distances ; 80 long as the 
sewer-as escaped freely on the roadway 
it would be harmless, but if, by the per- 
fection of trapping, such an escape were 
prevented, then the gas would be forced 
back into the dwelling-houses in a concen- 
trated and highly dangerous form. This 
was peculiarly to be dreaded in Shanghai, 
where the mouths of all the main drains 
a0 freely admitted the rising tide. Dr. 
Henderson said he was of course well 































































aware that the Shanghai drains, which 


carried off only surface water and a small 
proportion of street refuse, differed widely 
from sewers which were connected with a 
system of water-closets ; but he, and many 
others besides himself, had ‘repeatedly 
noticed the escape of offensive sewer-gas 
from the trapped openings of these drains, 
and he held that this was suflicient to 
shew the necessity there was for theimprove- 
ment he advised. Guided by the sugg 
tions of the Health Officer, a surface ven! 
ator will be constructed, and also a ven 
lating pipe to connect with the drain and 
ran up a gas-pipe, in order to ascertain 
the best and most economical modo of 
ventilating. 

Assessment of Land and Houses.—In a ro- 
cont case Municipal Council versus Oriental 
Bank Corporation, heard in Chambers, the 
Chief Judge ruled that the decision of the 














Appeal Committee was final and binding.

A READING-ROOM FOR THE CHINESE. 


To the Editor of the 
Nowru-Cumva Horaxo. 

Dean Sin,—I was glad to observe at 
tion ouco more directed in a late issue 
of your paper to the desirablenesss of 
establishing a reading room for the Chinese 
in this Settlement. ‘There can be no doubt 
that such an institution, if supplied with 
suitable publications, meiels, maps, &., 
as described iu your article of 21st Decem 
ber, 1872, would exercise a most beneficial 
influence in familiarising the minds of 
the Chinese with various foreign ideas and 
appliances, which are at this moment more 
oF less subjects of suspicion, simply be- 
causo they are imperfectly understood. 

About the time that you first mvoted 
the subject, 1 sketched out a weheime which 
I thought calculated to fulfil the end pro- 
posed, and submitted it toa few foreign 
and native friends who take an interest 
i the intellectual and commercial develop- 
ment of tho Chinese; and I was much 
encouraged by the offers of support and 
assistance which I received, even the 
Chineso to whom I addressed mysulf 
pledging themselves to promote the success 
of tho project to the best of their ability. 
Although circumstances prevented any 
further action being taken at the moment, 
yet I have persistently kept the subject in 
inind ; and the result of my observatio 
during the short twelvemouth Uist has 
ince elapsed, has only been to strengthen 
ie in the conviction that appreciation for 
all kinds of Western knowledge is steadily 
on the increase, and that the time 
arrived when some effort should be m: 
to foster this inclination and give it a 
right direction, ‘This proposed reading- 
room I look upon as the best possible 
instrument that can be devised for the 
purpose. 

L beg to append, below, a prospectus of 
the sclieme to which I allude, and I seok 
publication for it with the view of hav 
the merits of the question discussed, 
pending the convening uf a meeting which 
the well-wishers of the project jrupose 
shortly to call in order to put it into 
practical operation. 

Te will be observed that the main pur: 
pose of the institution whose claims I 
Advocate is, to encourage an interest in 
polytechnic and general information, rather 
than in mere literary research, ‘The 
latter will not be lost sight of, but 
will take a subsidiary place, In’ this 
connection I may draw attention to the 
proposal to found a Chinese library, which 
‘was embodied in Mr, Forbes’s recent ad- 
dress to the North-China Branch uf the 
Royal Asiatic Society. Mr. Forbes concurs 
with me in recommending the present pro- 
ject, uot only on its own merits, but be- 
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cause it ‘will afford a fair test of how far 
the Chinese would be likely to avail them- 
solves of such a collection of native works 
as he has recommended the Asiatic Society 
to form, There seems, in fact, no reason 
why Mr, Forbes’ project should not in 
time go hand in hand with my own, as 
each establishment would be likely to eup- 
plement the deficiencies of the other.

J. W. '’. Nexsos v. W. G. Beapte. 

Claim $26.66 for services rendered. 
Plaintiff, lately au officer of the AUiambra, 
sued the ‘present captain for twenty days! 
‘wages at $40 per month for harbour work at 

San Francisco. 























































































Capt. Nexsox, the late Captain, said plain- 
tiff, who was originally en; in Cardiff, 
performed twenty days’ harbour work at Sau 
Francisco in May last after having signed 
clear of the ship. Not wishing to leave the 
ship, he wan then wating. for s fresh crew 
to be engaged, that they might all sign toge- 
ther. ‘The claim was correct. 

His Honour said as Capt. Nelson admitted 
the matter, he had of course nothing to do but 
to give judgment forthe amount, Hedirected 
defendant, who represented the owners in 
this matter, to make out a fresh account for 
the plaintiff under the articles, from the time 
he signed till he was discharged Jast_month, 
with all the proper deductions ; and in addi- 
tion to make out a separate account for the 
sum claimed for harbour work, and obtain a 
receipt for it, upon the statement of the late 
captain. This should be entered in the log, 
and Capt. Nelson’s statement, together with 
the voucher would exonerate him with regard 
to his owners.

Plaintiff recalled.—I paid the former cook 
$7.20. I did apply for my wages on and 
about the 23rd. I do not know that the wages 
are paid in arrear. The steward, who engaged 
me, did not tell me. 

Soxo-a-Le1, defendant's boy, said.—Plain- 
tiff entered the service on the 9th Dec. He 
did not pay the old cook 18 days’ wages. 
Plaintiff and J accompanied him to the Ningpo 
boat, and he then told to me draw his wages, 
$7, aud to repay myself $5 which he owed me, 
‘and to pay a debit of $2 to the second cook. 

Plaintiff denied accompanying the old cook 
and witness to the boat, or that any such 
arrangement as mentioned had been made. 

His Hoxour discredited the story of de- 
fendant’s boy in juence of some further 
statements he made relative to di 
wages of the former cook ; and, believi 
testimony of the plainti, whicl defendant 
of his own knowledge could uot dispute, he 
gave judgment for the whole amount. ‘And 
if it was defendant's custom to pay his salari 
at the time he stated, he must take the pre- 
caution to inforin the servaut of the practice at 
the time he engaged him, otherwise it would 
not stand. He allowed the eighteen days’ 
wages because it appeared to him very probable 
that plaintiff should pay them, intending to 
draw the whole mouth’s salary for himself, 
and especially as the cook had remained away 
so long without making any application for 
the money. This first cook (who had been 
ouly 18 days in defendant's employ altogether) 
evidently did not intend to return, as several 
months bad elapsed since he left. It was 
highly unlikely -that he left without being 
paid—the master had not paid him—and the 
plaintiff stated that he had paid him, and this 
was borne out by the fact that he had applied 
for his first month's wages after he had himself 
worked only 12 days. He stated too that the 
defendant's boy, who was the medium of com- 
munication between him and the master, 



































formed him that the latter sanctioned his 
paying the wages due the former cook. 

Defendant said he thought he was in a 
position to prove that plaintiff had stolen 
number of cooking utensil 

His Hoxour said if defendant had any 
criminal complaint to make, he would allow a 
week for him to take proceedings against the 
plaintiff at the Mixed Court. “In the mean- 
time he must pay the full amount into Court,

Claim $50, balance of wages. 

Mr. Macknstosn, who appeared on behalf 
of the defendants, denied their liability. 

Plaintiff, sworn, said—I am a pilot. My 
claim is for balance of wages due for the mont 
of December, as chief pilot on board the str. 
Shanghai, one of the defendant's steamers. 
‘I was engaged on the 1st December by Capt. 
Tapp, who directed me to go on board by Mr. 
Lang's orders, No sum was fixed, but Capt. 
McQueen told me that if I gave satisfaction I 
Should receive such wages as should be sati 
factory to myself. I continued in the Compan; 
service two months and days. I was 
$200 for January, at the rato of $200 for 
but only $150 for the month of December. 
‘The $150 was paid at the end of the month, 
and I at once gave notice that if I did not 
receive my fall pay I would not stop in the 
ship. As she was going away the next day, 
not wishing to put the Company to any 
inconvenience, I went the voyage, On my 
return to port, in couseguenioe of further 
transactions in the matter I remained in the 
vessel, and went other voyages; but on ay 
return to Shanghai in February. they wante 
me to sign an agreement for eighteen months, 
which I would uot do, :nd thereupon I was 
discharged. 

‘To Mr. Mackrsrosit.—I went on board by 
Capt. Tapp's orders on Saturday morning, 
He mentioned no wayes, I don’t as a general 
rule engage myself without first settling what 
Tam toreceive. I spoke to Capt, NeQueen 
prior to my going on board on the 1st Dec., 
aud necessarily, before Capt; Tapp, by Mr. 
Lang's order, directed me to yo on board, 
‘The question’ of my engagement in the Com- 

ny’s service has been going on since Decem- 

x, 1872. “Captain McQueen then said 
he would give me $200 per month. ‘This was 
before the Company started, but owing to the 
fact of my only, being offer half the ‘usual 
fee for piloting the Agamemnon I declined the 
offer. In September I spoke to Capt. Me- 
Queen about iny going to pilot a gunboat up 
to Hankow, but nothing was said then or in 
November on the question of the wages the 
Company were prepared to offer me. On the 
Monday previous to. the Saturday on which 
L joined ‘the Shanghai, Capt. McQueen told 
me he thought they would offer me $150. 
told him I would not take less than his 
chief pilot, Mr. Caine, was receiving. Capt, 
McQueen ‘overtook me in the Nankin Road 
on the following evening, and told me he 
was happy to say he had arranged the mat- 
ter aabtactorilyy, ‘and that I must go on 
board. He did not say what wages I was to 
receive, but I did. I said I would not make 
‘a black sheep of myself by receiving less than 
other chief pilots; hereupon Capt. McQueen. 
replied 1 should not have to do that, and he 
had no doubt I would be satisfied.” On th 
evening preceding the departure of the Shang: 
Jai, he told me it was to be $150. I was disap- 
pointed, but rather than put the Company to 
‘any inconvenience 1 made up my mind to go 
iu her the voyage, and complain meanwhile. 
Idid so, but although I have since received 
$200 a month, L have been unable to recover 
the balance of $50 for December. 

Capt. McQueex, being sworn, gave a 
history of the whole affair, commencing from 
December, 72, At that time, and im fact 
several mouths before that, plaintiff had told 
him he wanted employment iu the new Com- 
pany then about to be formed, lawn, a8 the 

hina Navigation Co. Witness told him he 
could not come to any understanding with him 
till March. In that month, he made him an offer 
‘of $200, to commence from the Ist April, at 
the same time telling hin he should want hin 
to pilot the Agamemnon, for which he would 
receive ‘Ils. 250 extra. ‘This was agreed upon, 
but much to bis annoyance, and just as the 
tea season was about to commence, plaintiff 
told him he would like to break the agreement, 
as he had had the offer to: pilot two of the 
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“Castle” ships, by which he would make much 





more money. ‘Not wishing to keep him from 
aking the most of his services, he permitted 
him to disengage himself, although it was 


ikely to put the Company to a great deal of in- 
convenience. Wituess then went and employed 
Mr. ——on the same terms, viz., $200 per 
‘month from the Ist April. Subsequently plain 
tiff, having finished his job, came to him 
again, and asked if there was any berth likely 
to turn up. Witness told him tat when the 
Shanghai arrived there would be a chance of 
‘an engagement, and that he would do what he 
could for him,’ Having spoken to Mr. Lang 
on the subject, witness told plaintiff that he 
had received instructions from the head of 
the firm not to give more than $150 month. 
-Plaintiif said he did not care to accept those 
‘wages, and would like to have as much as Mr. 

——. ' Witness promised to do all he could for 
him, saying that if plaintiff got the vessel and 
everything went properly with her, it would, 
no doubt, be all right with him. Under these 
circumstances, and having waited for the berth 
0 long, plaintiff accepted the offer. After this 
conversation he never saw the complainant 
until after ie had left the Company's service, 
their respective vessels running opposite ways, 

‘To Plaintiff.—{ have no recollection of 
having overtaken you in Nankin Road, and 
of the conversation you have stated as taking 
place on that occasion, 

‘Yo His Hoxour.—Plaintiff did receive $200 
for January. I advised Messrs. Butterfield 
& Swiro to give it him, as he created so much 
disturbance about it." The Company wished 
him to sign an eighteen months’ agreement, 
but he refused to do it. He likewiso put in a 
claim for the Tis. 250 for the pilotage of the 
Agamemnon, and the Company, seeing he was 
only bothering them, thought it better to get 
rid of him altogether. 

Plaintiff produced a letter dated 27th March

He bad 
already pasted through this, and claimed the 
wages of a chief pilot, 

His Honour said, with the contradictory 
evidence as to the terms of the contract, the 
‘only principle upon which he could decide the 
‘case, was on the basis of the prevailing rates 
of wages of chief pilots at the time. He 
Believed there were no wilful misrepresenta- 
‘tions on either side, but this mode of arrang- 
ing such matters by word of mouth was to 
deprecated. It confused their ideas, and it 
often Ied them to believe that sometiing had 
been really said which they bad only hoped 
‘would be said. Had they hada written agree- 




















meut, this dispite would probably never have 
come before the Court, and his Worship ex- 
pressed his surprise’ that that precantion 
should not have been taken.

He told Capt. Nelson of it ; but no one else. 

Capt. BeaDze, sworn, produced the papers 
containing a list of the stores taken on board 
at San It mentioned twelve hams 
and one ‘ mat” of bacon, but no price. Wit- 
ness had been a master mariner since ’64, and 
the provisions now on board would not have 
lasted the round voyage, back to San Francis- 
co vid Hongkong, some of the smaller provi- 
sions—tea, sugar, &c., being already consumed. 
It did not appear from the book that fresh 

rovisions were sent to the ship when at

His Hoxour said although defendant had 
pleaded guilty to the charge in the ommene: 
rent of the hearing, he had taken the evidence 
in order to determine what punishment might 
be appropriate. The captain had on two 
occasions spoken to his Honour about him, 
and was at last obliged to take proceedings, 
He therefore ordered him to be discharged 
from the ship for general bad conduct, and 
to be imprisoned for thirty days.

‘THE “ WANLOONG ” DISASTER. 


Inquest. 
‘An inquest was begun at Hongkong on 
the 14th February, on the bodies of certain 
Chinese who met their death in the Wan- 
Toong catastrophe, by Mr. M. 8, Tonnochy, 
‘Acting Coroner. ‘The following jury was im- 
panelled:—Messrs. P. Rhodes, C. H. Scimund, 
and ©. W. Baird. ‘The enquiry was adjourned 
from time to time, but was finally brought 
toaclose on the 28th ultimo, when the ovi- 
dence having been concluded, the Coroner 
proceeded to charge the Jury.’ He said the 
‘enquiry was necessarily a protractedone, asthe 
matter was very important. He then drew the 
attention of the Jury to certain points which 
‘uired their eareful consideration, viz, the Ist 
was the identity of the deceased, their names 
&e, The next point was as regarded the 
cause of death, a8 to which he thought they 
would have no difficulty in coming to a con- 
clusion in the present case. Then as to the 
finding of the bodies ; that point, too, was 
clear.” The next question was how the bodies 
eame tobe where they were picked up. There 
could be no difficulty in their coming to the 
conclusion that the steamer was upset, 
‘The jurors had next to consider the time 
the steamer started, the number of pas- 
sengers, and why they went on board, and 
who were the moving parties in getting 
them on board. The next point was tho 
quantity of ballast required. ‘They had 
eousider how the deceased came by their 
Geath. ‘The Coroner then explained to them 
the law of homicide, There was death bi 
accident, death by misadventure, and deat! 
amounting to murder or manslaughter. In 
this case they might dismiss from their minds 
the question of murder. If they thought any 
‘one was guilty of manslaughter, they woul 
have to bring in a verdiot accordingly. As to 
the amount of punishment, it was a question 
for another tribunal. ‘The Coroner next ex- 
plained to them what was manslaughter—an 
Unlawful killing without malice expressed or 
implied, and what was death by misadventure 
or by accident. In excusable homicide it 
must be shewn that the person causing the 
death had exercised due precaution. He tl 
{lustrated to the jury what would be nece: 
sary precaution, He had gone into the ques- 
tion of design very fully, but however the 
ship might fe tui it, it was not the builder 
who brought the passengers on board.  Be- 
though she might not have been 
such a manner as to make the 
awning available for passengers, the 
test part of the evidence tended to shew 
that the vessel was a safe one, if she had 
only carried passengers on hier main deck with 
2 proper amount of ballast. However careless 
the construction of the vessel might have 
been, it would not have excused an experiment 
being made with her, with a number of human 
beings on board. It was the captain’s respon- 
sibility entirely if he took more passengers 
than the vessel could carry. If the Jurors 
found that the deceased had met their death 
from drowning in this case, and that ther 
were drowned by the capsizing of the vessel, 
and that the capsizing was accidental, they 
would return a verdict of accidental death. 
If they found that the captain had exercised 
roper precaution, their verdict would be death 
By misadventure. If they found the captain 
was to blame, in not having sufficient ballast, 
or having too many passengers, he thought 
Capt, Heriot was the person to be looked to, 
not the builders, northe owner, who had no 
experience in ships. 

‘The Jury then retired, and after about an 
hour’s deliberation, they brought in a verdict 
of manslaughter against Captain Heriot: They 
found that the deceased died from drowning 



















































caused by the upsetting of the steamer Wan- 





long, through there being insufficient ballast 
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and overcrowding of passengers on the awning 
deck. Capt. Heriot they ‘pela to be the res- 
ponsible party. They added that the size of 
the two boats carried by the Ianloong would 
not be sufficient, aud wished the matter to be 
brought to the notice of the Harbour-master. 
‘They also drew attention to the absence of any 
means of resuscitating drowned persons by the 
Police. 

‘The Coroner then called upon Capt. Heriot 
to give the same bail as he gave at the Police 
Court, viz., $5000 in two sureties of $2500 each, 
for his appearance a¢ the Supreme Court t0 
answer the charge of manslaughter. 








‘THE DENGAL FAMINE. 
(Friend of India.) 

‘The increasing gravity of the position in 
Bengal has'led the Governor General to take 
two significant steps during the week. A 
Gazette” Extraordinary yesterday afternoon 
notified the appointment of Sir Richard Tem- 
ple to visit Behar with full powers to direct 
Tolief operations, reporting to Sir George 
Campbell, And it was decided in Council on 
‘Thursday, as announced in our last Overland 
Edition, that Government will not visit Simla 
this year, Such a decision has for some time 
been anticipated as inevitable, if rain held off 
asit has done. ‘his is uo mere concession to 
public, opinion, as all "who have. watched 

ord Northbrooke’s career will believe, but 
is tho result of a sense of duty. Whether Sir 
George Campbell’s health withstands auother 
hot season, as he is determined to try, or 
whether he breaks down under the strain of 
a fourth year’s administration under sue cir- 
cumstances, it is equally important that the 
Governor General, Sir William Muir and their 
colleagues should be at hand. ‘The Governor 
General will also, doubtless, ‘seo that the 
‘Lieutenant Governors of the’ North-Western 
Provinces and the Punjab make Allahabad 
and Lahore their head-quarters for the year. 

Famine has now been officially recognised, 
and at least a fortnight before even we ex- 
pected it. Both the Governments of India 
and Bengal have formally decided that “the 
time has now come for making definite and 
systematic arrangements for the distribution 
of charitable relief, so that as soon as the 
tual necessity first appears everything may 
de found in working order.” Relief Com 
mittees are to be organised and subscriptions 
raised whenever there is appearance of serious 

istress, Government doubling all private con- 
tributions, ‘The very best man for the purpose 
in all India, the Hon'ble Mr. Schaleh, senior 
member of ‘the old Revenue Board, has been 
recommended by the Lieutenant Governor as 
President of a Central Relief Committee, at 
Calcutta, for all Bengal. Mr. Schalch was 
one of the very few officials who did their 
duty in the Orissa calamity. To relieve the 
Dlock of transport on the railways, to which 
unfortunately private importers have been 
sacrificed, local officers have been told to use 
discretion in pushing forward State grain, 
and Mr. Commissioner Hankey has been ap: 
pointed special inspector. Where the water 
routes fail, in the districts north of the Ganges, 
cart trai organised. 

Itis time. Every week shows larger num- 
bers of both local Idbourers aud emigrant pro- 
fessional coolies finding their way to the relief 
works, where they are paid fair rates for task 
work util the distress becomes more severe 
and widespread. ‘These are the tracts in which 
distress was a week ago officially recognised 
as ‘imminent.”—

INDIAN TEAS, 
(Indian Daily News.) 

According to the writers of certain letters 
which have recently appeared in the London 
papers, there are people in India who do not 
properly understand their own interests, As 
a general rule, people are supposed to do so, 
aud to make good use of their knowledge. 
While that is the rule, there may be instances 
that have an exceptional character, or at least 
that appear so to the outside public. In this 
latter class may be placed the tea planters of 
India, Here we are apt to give them credit 








| for being able to look after themselves. But 


there is a possibility of their not having done 
all that might be done for the advantage of 
the Indian tea interest asa whole. Complaints 
have been common, and exposures not unfre- 

juent, as to the adulteration of tea. ‘That 
there is a market in England for all the tea 
that India can produce, is beyond question ; 
and the brokers circulars, not perhaps the 
most reliable authority in’all cases, tell of a 
fair demand for good tea. The inferior quali- 
ties are mostly neglected, though they may 
be as good or better than much of the so 
called ‘tea that is in the market from older 
sources of supply. It is generally stated that 
the Indian tea is not so much in demand for 
special direct consumption, as for mixing with 
other teas to render them acceptable. ‘The 
fact probably is, that’ the public rarely obtain 
Indian tea if they ask for it. We have heard 
of numerous cases of people with Indian con- 
nections, who willnot use any other ; and the 
Indian tea is known to be generally acceptable 
iglish tastes, when it ean be has. If the 
public are shy of Indian tea, it is because 
iE they ask for it, they may he served with 














some rubbish that has been adulterated in 
China, and that again, “improved” upon by 


dealers at home, whose judicious mixture is 
quite sufficient fo disgust the purchasers of 
so-called Indian teas. Kuowing this fact, 
some people have suggested that the tea 
interests of India, the planters themselves, 
should take up the question, and come into 
more immediate contact with the consumers, 
‘They suggest that, instead of disposing of the 
tea in India, the owners of tea estates should 
place themselves in almost direct communi- 
cation withthe consumers. They represent that 
the Assam Company do this, and their shares 
are at cout. per cen jum, and their teas 
are in request. If this can bedone by the Assam 
Company, there should be uo difficulty in 
others doing it, for there are many companii 
with a capital approximating that of the Assam, 
Asa geveral rule, it may be undesirable that 
producers should be also the distributors of 
their own productions. The proper agencies 
for this work are the merchant and the trader. 
But if there be the liability to adulteration 
which is alleged, and the adulteration discre- 
dite the reputation of the produce, it would 
be quite legitimate for the producer to take 
the trade into his own hands. This would 
involve either the establishment of direct 
agencies in England, or the preparation of the 
teas here in such a way as to meet the demand 
at home for domestic consumption. Neither 
of these courses ought to be difficult, though 
either might be attended with one incon. 
Venlence. tis the object of the plautorin many 
cases to obtain theguickest returns of money 
for his produce, and he does this by prompt 
absolute sale in Calcutta, If this is an 
tial of the business of a tea planter there is no 
more to be said on the subject, But share- 
holders in large companies are not #0 closely 
pressed as to depend upon the dividends at 
the earliest possible date, when by a few 
months’ delay a much higher return could be 
obtained. It might be the interest of indivi- 
dual planters to dispose of their teas direct to 
the consumer, or to 40 dispose of them as to 
ensure the least liability to adulteration. But 
it is not so much the interests of individuals 
as planters, as it is of a great and important 
national industry that is bound up in the 
question. It will be years before India is able 
to supply the demand of England for this one 
product, atid millions sterling are involved in 









































the issue, ‘The old trade will not give up 
quietly if, there be any incans of discreditin 
a possible competition. India bas a goo 





chance in the market, if she can be allowed 
fair play, and that she is not allowed it is 
hardly attempted to be concealed. Her teas 
are sold chiefly for mixing, and while in the 
trade the Indian tea may be known as the 
masala of the rubbish sold under the. name, 
the outside public may easily conceive that 
the deterioration of ten complained of, has 
come in with the Indian production. ° Fal- 
lacious as this conception is, nothing could be 
more natural to the consumer who does not 
know the real state of the case. It is high 
Hime that the Indian tea plauters paid some 
attention to the subject, and did not take the 
discredit that is attempted to be thrust upon 
them by parties interested in the trade in 
other directions,

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‘Tue “THETIS” COURT-MARTIAL. 
Aden, 15th January. 


H. M.'s steam frigate Thetis, Commander 
Le Hunt Ward, from Shanghai, arrived on 
the noon of the 10th instant and lies here 
awaiting » naval court martial on her captain, 
‘who on his way down the Red Sea, some six 
months ago, is said to have captured alot of 
innocent native fishing vessels, thinking they 
were slavers, put their crews—some hundreds 
—on an entirely desert island, destroyed the 
vossels, and left the wretched people to starve. 
Most of them were taken off by another 
but a few nevertheless died of starva 
Immediately on the arrival of the Thetis in 
‘Aden an investigation was instituted into the 
affair by General Schneider, C. B., Political 
Resident, Aden, in the Steamer Point Court- 
House, which resulted in Captain Ward 
being ‘charged with the crime of neglect of 
duty. General Schneider communicated the 
subject to the Admiralty at home, and al- 
lowed the Thetis to proceed to het port of 
destination, which was Shanghai, until fur- 
ther notice. ‘The flag-ship Glasgow, from Co- 
lombo, which came here on the Same evening, 
brought His Excellency Rear-Admiral Cum: 
ming, C.B, So the trial of Captain Ward is 
drawing nearer. ‘The court martial, I learn, 
will most probably assemble on board the 
Admiral’s ship. ‘There are now six Govern-

Instead of concentra 
their proselytizing efforts in a few const towns, 
after the fashion of our Protestant missions, 
these French rivals in the field of Inbour have 
long since plunged boldly into the heart of 
the Empire, dressing, shaving the head, eat- 
ing, and travelling in all particulars just as 
those do whose conversion they seek to 
effect. They even pledge themselves to 
the Chinese authorities never to quit the 
country again without permission. And, 
most important condition of all, the So- 
cicte des Missions Ktrangeres allows none 
of them to go toa charge until he has proved 
Himself eapable of using the language’ freely 
in both writing and speaking. But notwith- 
standing their outward conformity to Chinese 
fashions, they nob merely suffer constantly 
such annoyances from the bigotry of the 
Mandarins as tine depicted, but their lives 
are often sacrificed in a sudden access of oppo- 
sition zeal. One of the most eminent of these 
fathers, the Abbé Hue, has lately been mur- 
dered under circumstances of cruelty in the 
province of Sewehuen, where his labours lay, 
offering another example, like that of the 
lamented Bishop Patterson, that genuine mis- 
sionary work is not to be carried on even in 
our own age without incurring the same risks 
which beset it in former times.”
